Some Specifications for Readable Books 


HIERE have appeared recently distinct signs of interest in the so-called 

‘readable books problem” on the part of people other than librarians. 

Publishers are asking for definitions, explanations, examples of the 
readable book. [ducators are making valuable investigations and adding 
effectively to the plea for books and pamphlets for that supposed two-fifths 
of our population which does not find our present book stock simple enough 
or satisfying. Educational foundations are encouraging both research and 
experiments in the production of readable material. 

The Sub-Committee on Readable Books of the American Library Asso- 
ciation therefore feels that it is timely to mention a selected few readings on 
the needs and specifications for readable books for those both within and 
without the library profession who are beginning to inquire about the prob- 
lem. With this purpose in view, and with the advices of the members of that 
Committee, the following references are set down in a suggested order for

Embodies the pertinent general statement 
of the Association’s original Sub-Committee 
on Readable Books written over ten years 
ago, when the A.L.A. Commission on the 
Library and Adult Education was making its 
original study on Libraries and adult educa- 
tion. It is noteworthy that the first few at- 
tempts to render readers’ advisory service in 
libraries in those early developmental years 
immediately uncovered the fundamental prob- 
lem here attacked and that there resulted this 
clear statement which defines the need as ac- 
curately as if it had been written today. An 
abridged reprint of this chapter is available 
from A.L.A.

Report of a thorough and scientific piece of 
research at the University of Chicago to de- 
termine some method, more reliable than 
opinion, of evaluating certain structural fac- 
tors affecting readability.

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HE fifth edition of the Buying list of books for small libraries is 

nearing completion as we go to press and will be published before the 

end of May. It has been compiled by Marion Horton and to all libra- 
rians who have used her A. L. A. catalog 1926-1031 that fact is assurance of 
wise selection, quality of annotations, and accuracy of detail. This edition— 
of a list which first appeared in 1910 and was originally planned for the small 
libraries of New York State—contains 1750 titles in all classes, including 
fiction and children’s books, and furnishes for each a brief note, publisher, 
price, classification, and L. C. card number. In addition to the books (and 
Miss Horton had the assistance of many librarians in selecting them), there 
is a valuable list of sources for pamphlet literature. This latter is especially 
useful for material on social and economic questions. 

The Buying list should serve the needs of small libraries for a long time 
for it is at the same time basic and largely contemporary. It should also 
serve the needs of branch libraries and of private book buyers. The volume 
will number about 160 pages and will be priced at from $1.75 to $2.

THE SPECIAL List in the April Branch Library Book News, of the New 
York Public Library, is “The Negro—a selected bibliography (Part 1).”” It 
is annotated, publisher and date are given, and entries are grouped under such 
headings as “The Negro’s historical background,” “The Negro to-day— 
cutside the United States,” “Economic outlook,” and ‘Race trends and race 
relations.” Titles most important for public libraries are starred. A special 
group—‘‘Books for children’ —will appear in Part 2, to be printed in the 
near future.

It is printed in the 
Library Journal for March 15, p. 261--63, and is probably the first of its 
kind ever compiled.
